twhich he received his knighthcod;

‘Kelvin’s contributions to naviga- 
tion were also treated at some length. 
‘OF these, Lord Fisher has said that 
he considered Lord Kelvin as a man 
who had done by far the most for the 
advancement of navigation in our 
time. A humbler seaman once re 
|marked: “I dun't.kaow who. this 
Thomson may ‘be, but every ‘sailor 
ought to pray for him every night.”
